The most 
optimistic reports came from the bankers 
closest to the situation, and the chairman of 
the agricultural commission of the associa- 
tion, B. M. Smith of North Lake, Wis., de- 
‘Glared unequivocally that “the farmer is 
working out his own problems. This... 
will do more toward farm relief than any 
efforts the government might make in the 
form of legislation.” | 

The real supporters of so-called farm- 
relief legislation, of which the McNary- 
Haugen bi was a type, were not farmers 
‘at. all, but politicians seeking to capitalize 
it as a political issue. The best proof of 
this statement is the reaction of the coun- 
try to ent Coolidge’s veto. Had there 
been a genuine demand for the bill among 
the real farmers, that veto would have hurt 
the President; instead, it strengthened him 
until it was generally conceded, at the time 
he uttered his famous “do not choose” state- 
ment, that he could be renominated and re- 
elected almost without opposition. 


The excuse 
scheme was that the level of farm prices 
was below the general price level. That 
this was the fect there was no dispute; but 
the remedy proposed—that, in effect, of 
having the government raise prices by en 
tering the market asa buyer—would of 
course have stimulated further production 
at a time when there already was too large 
a surplus. Its reaction would have made 
the farmer’s plight worse than it had been. 


But now farm prices are no longer below 
the general price level, due, not to artificial 
means, but to the workings of the unrepeal- 
able law of supply and demand. They will 
not, of course, necessarily stay there; they 
may rise above the general price level, they 
may fall below once more. What is needed 
is not any of the valorization schemes that 
have been proposed, but a more general 
adoption of co-operative marketing such as 
we know it in several California crop indus- 
tries and better business methods, including 
diversification of crops. Not legislation, but 
the actions of the farmers themselves, will 
bring about this result.

That is the 
question to be faced by Congress at its 
coming session. The Geneva naval disagree- 
ment has given Congressional lovers of the 
big navy idea the innings they have been 
waiting for. James Thayer Gerould, the 
Princeton economist, says that to combat 
them will be no easy task. In view of Brit- 
ain'’s great naval program, there are many 
conservative Americans who wonder wheth- 
er it would be really wise to combat them. 
On this point the British have many of us 
guessing. 
Of course our peace-loving people will not 
wish to see America stampeded into an ex- 
pensive naval competition with another na- 
tion. Most of them doubtless agree with 
President Coolidge, Vice-President Dawes 
and Secretary Kellogg in their opposition to 
such a course, and as favoring further  at- 
tempts to secure agreement. One thing 
that would seem to lend hope to a new and 
more successful disarmament conference is 
the little rift within the British lute caused 
by the resignation of Viscount Cecil from 
the British Cabinet because of. the insist- 
ence of his government upon certain points 
which he considered immaterial and be 
cause of its lack of international co-opera- 
Commenting on Cecil’s resignation, the 
Saturday Evening Post says that it “repre- 
sented a protest against a British policy 
which we are now warranted in interpreting 
either as half-hearted from the standpoint 
of real disarmament or as the expression of 
political jingoism.” The resignation of 
Cecil would have no great significance were 
he a small-caliber statesman, but he is one 
of great prominence, popularity and influ- 
ence. He has created a split in British 
opinion of home naval affairs. In the com- 
ing Congressional debates on our naval pro- 
gram no better argument can be used by 
the supporters of President Coolidge’s anti- 
stampede policy than the existence of this 
split. Already the British jingoes are said 
to show evidences of feeling thwarted, as 
the popular trend in England is toward co- 
operation with America in disarmament—a 
sentiment which doubtless is enhanced by 
the thougbt of how an already frightfully 
overtaxed people are going to raise $200,- 
000,000 or more to build what many regard 
as superfluous ships. : 
This being the position, it would be well 
for Congress to listen attentively to the ad 
vice of President Coolidge as to the limita: 
tion of our naval program, and to join him 
in the- hope that his proposed further at 
tempts to secure international agreement 
may be successful.

UB MILLIONAIRES : 

The United States has now 30,000 mil- 
lionaires, statisticians announce at Wash- 
ington after an examination of income tax 
reports and other data, double the number 
there were four years ago and four times 
the number of 1914. Not all the 30,000, or 
perhaps ¢ven a majority, could produce 
$1,000,000 in cold cash were they to realize 
upon all their assets, but each had a net in- 
come for 1926 exceeding $50,000, and they 
can be called millionaires because their in- 
come capitalizes to that on a 5 per cent 
basis. 


New York heads the list of States with 
9690, and California is fifth with 1694, fol- 
lowing Pennsylvania, Illinois and Massa- 
chusetts, and every State in the Union has 
at least one. a. 

The statisticians do not stop there. They 
inform us that the average millionaire re 
ceives about $45,000, one-third .of his in- 
come, from stock dividends; the next larg- 
est item is profit on investments sold at a 
rise, $30,000; salary, $16,000; speculative 
profits, $14,500; income from partnerships, 
$13,500; interest, $8000; income from busl- 
ness ventures, $5000, and rents and royal- 
ties, $3500. On the average millionaire’s in- 
come the average tax was $17,000, about 14 
cents on the dollar. P 

From income tax reports alone, the na- 


be learned, but the estate tax computations 
of the 600 millionaires who died in 1924 and 
1925 are interesting on this point, and they 
disclose a smaller proportion of tax-exempt 
bonds than would have been considered 
probable. The estates appraised tn 1925 ag- 
gregated $1,112,000,000 and of this $581,000,- 
000 was in stocks, $95,000,000 was in State 
and municipal bonds, $78,000,000 in railroad 
and industrial bonds and $69,500,000 in 
United States government bonds. 

The average millionaire, who left an es 
tate valved at $3,929,000 gross, had an aver- 
age investment of $338,000 in real estate, 
about 8 per cent of his entire estate, and 
had about $230,000 in mortgages, cash and 
miscellaneous quick assets. He carried 
$35,000 im life insurance, His stock invest- 
ments were $2,054,000. His bequests to 
charity averaged $480,000 each; and each of 
the estates shrunk due to expenses of 
administration, etc, to approximately 
$3,000,000. ; 

Compared with former years, the figures 
show not only a rapid increase in the agegre- 
gate wealth of the nation, but a much wider 
distribution. The size of each man’s in- 
come has shrunk as the number of men in 
the millionaire class has increased, the av- 
erage millionaire of 1914 receiving $150,000 
and the average of 1925 $122,000. This was 
not the low point, however, since in 1921 
the average millionaire received but $95,- 
000. Large fortunes are increasing in num- 
ber; in 1921 there were twehty-one persons 
receiving $1,000,000 a year or more, while 
there were 207 in 1925.
